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^articles having a greater or equal hardness than the first 
lardness, the particles consisting essentially of one or 
both of metal alloy and elemental metal.

A method and a corresponding product of forming a 
target/backing plate construction, providing a target, a 
backing plate and an insert, all having different 
compositions from each other, bonding the target, the 
backing plate and the insert in a configuration in which the 
insert is positioned between at least a portion of the 
target and the backing plate; the configuration having a 
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portion of the insert; and forming a particle trapping 
region comprising a pattern of curved projections which 
extends along the portion of the target, the curved 
projections form cavities, at least some of the cavities 
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
